president Would Have Seen Him In 


Private, but He Insisted Upon an

Washington, Dec. 27.—So many ex- 


aggerations have crept into print and 
club conversation regarding the inter- 
view In which the president is said to 
have rebuked General Miles in the 
presence of a room full of visitors that 
It is just as well that the actual facts 
should be set before the public. 


General Miles visited the White Houst 


cn Saturday afternoon, evidently with a 
'View of heading of?, by a personal ap- 
peal to the president, his impending 
{reprimand. He was ushered into the 
*Bteroom, where a number of other 
•visitors were gathered, including sena- 
tors, representatives and executive of- 
Slcers of the government. 
When the 


^resident entered and began making 
els rounds, as usual, he swept with his 
«ye tlsa group of men present, and as 
Miles advanced toward him, waved his 
band tovard the door of the cabinet 
room and said: ''In a moment, gen- 
eral; I will see you in there." 


Ordinary visitors accept this as a 


compliment, It being the president's 
habit to direct them toward the cabi- 
net room if he wishes to see them in 
private, and there was nothing in his 
manner toward the general to indicate 
that he was not as well pleased with the 
tetter's visit as with any of the others 
of the afternoon. Ignoring the sug- 
gestion, however, the general pushed 
himself forward and insisted on detain- 
ing the president and having his inter- 
view then and there. 


It was obviously annoying to the 


president, but v, ith no indication of im- 
patience he led tl>e general aside and 
tihey had a few whispered words, which 
appeared to be argument, and in the 
course of which both voices grew 
louder and more distinct. The dis- 
tussion end»d with an expression of 
dissatisfaction from the president with 
the general'rl errand and a declaration 
that he wished to hear no more of It. 
This Is assumed to have applied to the 
Schley controversy, which the president 
Is bound to choke off without mercy as 
far as concerns the services directly 
under his command. 


General Miles resumed his duties in 


command of the army at his office in, 
the war department yesterday. It is 
«aid ne has decided to accept the situa- 
tion with the best possible grace and 
will »ay or do nothing to continue the 
controversy. So far as known the in- 
cident will cause no decided change in 
his prearranged plans, official or so- 
cial, for the future.

Would Be Soleed Upon by Prominent 


Party Men, Especially In the South, 
For a movement In Favor of Ohioan 
—Dissatisfaction Over Patronage 


Washington, Dec. 27.—A strong'under- 


curreut of feeling has developed here in 
favor of Mark Haiiua's nomination for 
the presidency in 1904, should there be 
any seeming slip made by the Roose- 
velt administration between now and 
that time. In fact Mr. Hauna is already 
the residuary legatee of the mistakes, 
actual or fancied, of Mr. Roosevelt. 


Those persons who go away from the 


White House disgruntled for any reason 
by the straightforward methods of the 
new president, and his rigid insistence 
upon high ideals of the public service, at 
once set up the image of Mr. Hanna in 
their inner temples of reflection. They 
realize that he symbolizes with the 
American people the administration of 
the late President McKinley and that if 
President Eoosevelt's nomination is to 
be prevented at all, it must be by con- 
juring a contrast between the smooth- 
ness with which the affairs ran under 
the late president with perhaps the 
jerkiness, in some quarters a least, of 
the present regime. 


Those who are dissatisfied with Roose- 


velt realize that this is their only card 
to play; to turn to Fairbanks, or Spooner 
or any of the others v/ho might have 
been regarded as presidential possibili- 
ties to succeed McKinley had he. lived, 
would now be fruitless. The Republi- 
can nomination in 1904 will go to either 
Roosevelt or Hanna, provided the two 
men are then alive; it will go to the 
former if his administration has been 
a success, as the politicians and the 
public reckon «uccess; nnd to the lat- 
ter, if for any reason Roosevelt, judged 
by the same standards, fails. 


Hanna is for the renomination of 


Roosevelt, outwardly, at least, and Js 
reasonably friendly toward the young 
man. 
But should anything happen 


•within the next two years to injure Mr. 
Roosevelt's prestige, Mr. Unnna would 
not be the man to refuse a presid< ntial 
Domination from the 
Republicans. 


The south is already in a state of po- 
litical turmoil; Mr. Roosevelt's insis- 
tence upon high character^n quarters 
where the regular Republican organiza- 
tion bas no high character is occasioning 
what amounts to a revolution. 
The 


organization men of the far south, 
which never gives the Republican 
party aay votes except ip national con- 
ventions, are so distrustful of the ideals 
of the young reformer that, as one of 
them said yesterday: 
"Mr. Hanna 


could have tie entire vote of my coun- 
try without laying out a dollar; we 
await only a signal to rush to his sup- 
port." 


Several national committeemen whose 


dominance in their respective states 
Mr. Hoosevelt has disputed, have al- 
ready tried to persuade Mr. Hanna to 
become their leader. 
These Incidents 


are related as merely typical of the la- 
tent material for a wide-spread Hanna 
movement on the part of the politicians; 
with the publfc'the movement would be 
represented by them as one directed 
toward the restoration of the McKinley 
system to the White House, and in the 
country. This would obviously be ef- 
fective only in case something' hap- 
pened to the Roosevelt administration 
to make the former one, in popular esti- 
mate, seem more attractive. 


It cannot be denied that Roosevelt is 


making some enemies among the poli- 
ticians. The whole dispute concerns 
patronage. Shall a president merely 
vise the recommendations of the sena- 
tors of his own party for the offices in 
their respective states, or shall be in- 
sist upon the appointment of men who 
reach a proper standard of ability and 
integrity, in case there is a difference of 
opinion between the president and any 
senator as to these points? That such 
differences arise mus£ be apparent to 
one who reads the list of members of the 
United States senate. 


The extent to which these rumblings 


on the part of the politicians will go can 
only be conjectured. The present news, 
and it may be stated with pinpnasis, Is 
in the selection of a candidate on whom 
to make the fight for the presidential 
nomination in case there seems by 1904 
to be any basis upon which to attempt 
it.

Snllormen of the Gulf of Mexico of 


Olden Time* Were Expert*. 


"The greatest weather sharps in the 


world," said a citiz<»i wio takes ,an in- 
terest in meteorology, especially of the 
goose bone brand, "were the old time 
sea captains in the gulf and coast trade. 
Squall smelling was a necessary part of 
their business, for, as you probably 
know, the biggest dirty weather factory 
in the universe is the Caribbean sea. 
There are no each things as times and 
seasons down. tkerer<and what's coming 
next is a matter of pure chance. It may 
be a dead calm and it may be a riproar- 
ing hurricane, so the men who cruised in 
those waters before we had any signal 
service to help them out had to keep con- 
tinually on 'the alert, and it's no wonder 
that some of them acquired a skill that 
seemed next door to supernatural. 
' "It became a sort of instinctj a second 
nature, with them, and they couldn't tell 
bow they did it themselves. They would 
predict changes before they were even 
hinted at in the glass; they would antici- 
pate the very caprice of the wind, and 
many a time "they saved their ships and 
their skins by quick, sharp orders which 
for the moment appeared to be nothing 
short of preposterous. Of course it was 
all a matter of minute observation, a good 
deal of which was no doubt unconscious. 
They had learned by long experience to 
read meaning in the different forms of 
clouds aad the way the cloud strata lay 
in the upper air; the water was an open 
book to them, and they would detect a 
hundred and one small atmospheric phe- 
nomena invisible to an ordinary observer.

making things trim the barometer began 
falling like a man tumbling down an ele- 
vator shaft He had barely time to get 
in shape for trouble when a typical trop- 
ical storm came swooping out of the 
east and played havoc with the unpre- 
pared shipping. Several good sised craft 
were knocked to pieces, but we escaped 
with no damage whatever. I tried to get 
the captain to tell me how he knew the 
gale was coining, but his answers were 
vague. That he 'felt it in his bones' was 
the nearest he came to a definite state- 
ment This old tribe of prophets seems to 
have died out," added the meteorological 
enthusiast, "and the modern sea captain 
doesn't make any pretensions in that line. 
Storm smelling bas become a lost art."—

"SKULL CAMP" BRIDGE. 


A Grewcoaie Trailfion mwl Some 


Rcttl HiBtery SurrotMdlnar It. 


Within a mile of Bfeetbytille, TeflB., 


there vfas once A ferd in Duck river 
called "Skull Camp ford." Th» river is j 
now crossed at that point by a bridge ! 
called, popularly and officially, "Skull 
Camp bridge." lu early days the ford 
was used as a sort erf milepost, thus "so 
many miles to or from Skull Ctiip ford," 
but whence or why this singular name 
not a dozen persons in Bedford county 
can answer. 


There is a tradition which has been 


handed dowa from father to son for 
years that at one time a great battle was 
fought between the white* and Indians at 
this point and that the bodies of the 
slain were left unburied on the scene. 
Some thought that De Soto on his fa- 
mous march to the discovery of the Mis- 
sissippi river fought tbe battle, bat otker 
traditions had it tbst the battle was 
fought by early settlers or prospectors in 
this section. Yet no one can point to a 
historical mention of such a battle. 


Ola men who were here as early at 


1803 were west to say that a band of 
immigrants i.-om Georgia or South Caro- 
lina, on camping at the ford for rest, 
discovered a large number of human 
skulls and bones lying in heaps about, 
and they at once called their camp the 
"Skull camp." Tbe ford took its name 
from this camp, and it was known aa 
such to ail movers to this section, and 
hero it bas been so called add known 
since the memory of no one BOW alive 
"runneth to the contrary." 


That human skulls in large numbers 


were found there ia not doubted, but how 
they came there nothing, unless tbe tradi- 
tion mentioned, explains. 


It was at this "Skull camp" bridge that 


tbe retiring Confederate cavalry of 
Bragg's army in 1863 made a stand 
tgainat the advancing cavalry of Bose- 
crana, and it was on tbe bridge tbat the 
Confederates were obliged to abandon 
their cannon, throwing them into the 
river, where they yet remain. 
It was 


just above this bridge, too, tbat General 
Joe Wheeler forced bia horse to jump 
from a high embankment into tbe river 
and swam to tbe opposite bank in order 
to escape tbe crowding and largely out- 
numbering Federals. None of this, how- 
ever, explains the name "Skull camp," 
and it is to be regretted tbat no historian 
bas yet accounted tor itr-8U Louis Be* 
public. 


The H«a*t*z of » Daaor Deere* 


Seen by SI* Tboviaa* Soldiers. 


"I was competed unwillingly some 


rears ago," bars a writer in Scraps, 
"to be a spectator at a military execution 
in a great Cation ia the northwest prov- 
inces of India. There bad been so many 
shoo till? cnses of late tbat the command- 
er in chief oruaied the execution to take 
place on the puiade ground aud all tbe 
available trcops to be on the ground. It 
was ia the cold weather, two or three 
regiments wore passing through, and 
these were ordered to go into cauip until 
the dreaded day arrived. 


"At daybreak the five British and four 


native regiments were marched to the 
parade grouud aud formed up into three 
sides of a Square, on the incomplete side 
being a wooden platform which was top- 
ped by a couple of uprights aud a cross- 
beam, from which a rope dangled omi- 
nously. As I was a noncom. I had a good 
opportunity of scrutinizing my comrades' 
faces as we 'stood easy.' 


"As I glanced along the line my 


thoughts went back to the day when I 
had scon many of these men engaged in 
the bloodiest battle of modern days, 
working their 'tools' among the seething 
masses of heathendom, with that proud 
flush on their faces never seen except on 
the faces of victorious troops. Now ev- 
ery face wore an ashen hue; they fidgeted 
about, bit their chin straps, twisted their 
mustaches with unsteady hands and did 
their level best lo appear as unconcerned 
as possible. A ghastlier failure I never 
g»w before, or since. Despite the oppor- 
tunities afforded me of moving about, I 
felt, to say the least of it, particularly 
uncomfortable. 


"I thought what a change the sight of 


an enemy would effect la these ghastly 
beings before me! Alas, there was noth- 
ing to kill that morning, save a poor 
Tommy Atkins who had run amuck 
amoag his^'-ilow men and shot a snpe- 
'ior, and now he was to meet his death 
at the hand* of a half caste. 


"My musings wors broken in upon by 


the thud of a raafiJed drum away down 
by the whitewashed bungalows. Imme- 
diately the deed match in 'Saul' came 
wailing ovei the cold aioining air. 'At- 
tention!' 
Vi'ith a lattle onr rifles were 


brought into tiie order, and then we wait- 
ed. Oh. such a long time it seemed to me 
before tbe long pioccssion resolved itself 
into a fanprfl! paity, but v ith the chief 
character in the procession in the full 
vigor of manhood. 


"Leading the procession was an armed 


party with arms reversed, then the band 
aild drums, followed by an escort of four 
men, surrounding a fair haired, handsome 
young soldier, who marched past us with 
head erect :md with firm step, the coolest 
man ont of the 6.000 present. The step 
of many of the band and escort was e'r- 
ratic. but the bare beaded soldier never 
made a false step the whole time, he 
even calling the attention of one of the 
escort to 'change step.' 


"He mouiitcd the scaffold, accompanied 


by the chaplain, the piovost marshal and 
two men; the band ceased playing, and 
then began the most solemn of all litur- 
gies, the 'burial of the dead.' Ere this, 
however, he was asked if be wished to 
address bis comrades. His words were: 
'Comrades, I deserve my fate. I'm heart- 
ily son" for what I've done and hope 
God will forgive me. Keep away from 
drink; never lose your tempers. 
God 


bless you all. '-God help me!' 


"During'the pinioning process tbe chap- 


lain repeated the burial service or, rather, 
extracts from it, and just as the bolt was 
drawn repeated th<« words. 'Lord, receive 
his soul!' 
Many ejaculated a fervent 


'Ampn!' 


"Instantly the brigadier's voice rang 


out: 'Fours—rigTjt. 
By-the left—quick 


march!' The whole fores was marched 
past tbe scaffold and made to 'eyes right' 
on arriving there, so that every man 
should see the quivering mass which was 
suspended from the beam. We marched 
back to the camp, right glad to get away 
from the scene; yet, try as we might, we 
could not cast off the gloom which had 
settled upon as. 
During the time we 


were waiting on parade scores of men, 
principally youngsters, fainted, as their 
nerves were overstrung at the thought of 
What was coining. 


"Although I had sepn an execution of a 


civilian, it made not one tithe of the im- 
pression on my mind as did this execu- 
tion." 


How Straight !• a Chfnamanf 


A Chinaman is universally considered 


to be a liar. And so he is. But after a 
few years of initiation I have never found 
much difficulty in extracting the truth 
from any Chinaman, be he milkman or 
mandarin. Not only so, h it I have always 
felt great confidence in the truthfulness 
of my own servants, though they often 
popped ont sundry lies. 
We have our 


own lies—divorce court lies, club lies, so- 
ciety lie*, husband and wife lies and so 
on. The distinction is that we lie with a 
different motive. A Chinaman is thought 
to be a thief. I always kept tne safe 
locked, possessed no jewelry I had not 
always on, and I never locked up any- 
thing but money and important papers; 
particularly, I never locked up wine or 
cigars. During the whole course of my 
life in China (with one notable exception 
when a thief at an inn walked off with 
me and my bed in my sleep, deposited me

To be in the very heart of a thunder- 


cloud ami escape unharmed is an uuusuai 
if not a unique experience. That is what 
happened to ths Rev. John M. Bacon 
and some companions in one of his bal- 
loon ascensions from Newbury, England. 


Mr. Bacon, in telling of h's experience, 


seys: "In scarcely more than 20 minutes 
from the start a sudden and surprising 
change took place in our circumstances. 
Our environment, which had appear- 
ed absolutely calm and clear, began 
changing with the rapidity of a trans- 
formation scene. Below us the few hun- 
dred feet that separated us from earth 
began nlliug in with a blue haze quite 
transpaieat, but growing palpably filmier, 
while ahead, as also right and left, the 
horizon at the level of our eye and higher 
'opposed a dense fog barrier of an ashen 
hue. Overhead of course the sky view 
was entirely bidden by the hugo silken 
globe. At this time we were being swept 
along on our course, which remained 
sensibly unaltered in direction, at a s>peed 
which we subsequently were able to fix 
et approximately 40 miles an hour. 


"To ourselves the full significance of 


these circumstances was not immediately 
apparent, but the onlookers at our point 
of departure — the town gas works, now 
some five miles in our wake — clearly de- 
tected the approach of a heavy thunder 
pack and, as they reasonably asserted, 
coming against the wind. It towered 
above the balloon, now seen projected 
plainly against its face. It came on rap- 
idly and assumed foimidable proportions. 
The uHllooa vas dying due west at high 
speed, and at apparently no great dis- 
tance overhead the thundercloud was 
progressing at a moderate velocity not 
accurately dete- mined, but due east or 
directly oppost & o the surface current. 


"And 
now with a whistle a blinding 


Sheet of hail attacked the aeronauts, 
stinging their faces eo sharply as to 
give the idea that the stones were falling 
from a great height, and immediately aft- 
erward fioin all sides and close around 
flashes of 'lightning shot out with remark- 
able frequency and vividuess.

THE LOCKJAW GERM. 


IT IS A FORMIDABLE BEAST AND 19 


INSEPARABLE FROM DIRT. 


OM Ways Im Wfetoh T*tMM 


Eater the H*iMa Sy»te«»—A»; 
Scratch M»y Atalt It_DUtreMl»fl> 
•ynytvma of the DUeMe. 
The lockjaw bacillus is t formidable 


beast. It is inseparable from dirt. Down 
on Long Island, where the tetanus bacilli 
most do congregate, the microbe ought to 
be used as a .bugaboo for scaring dirty 
youngsters into reformation. Dirty hands, 
lurking bacillus, a scratch or cut, and the 
mischief is done. 


The unenlightened public persists in as- 


sociating all lockjaw with rusty nails and 
Quite refuses to accept the bacillus that 
was formally introduced in 1885, As a 
matter of fact, the nail's only function is 
the making of a wound through which the 
poison can enter the system, and an 
oyster shell or a toy pistol can serve the 
purpose of the bacillus quite as well as a 
nail. 


Why this bacillus should be especially 


prevalent in certain localities scientists 
do not explain, but the fact remains. 
The Shrewsbury river is a happy bunt- 
Ing ground for the beast, and a clam 
shell taken out of the mud down there 
may inflict a scratch that will mean 
death. All Long Island mud is full of the 
bacillus, and the fact that Long Island 
children lire to grow up would speak vol- 
umes for their cleanliness were it not 
that exposure to sunlight kills the bacillus 
immediately, and so the sun fights for the 
preservation of the Long Island species. 


A wound upon the face or head, if ef- 


fected by the bacillus, will be more dan- 
gerous than a wound upon the foot or 
band. The poisoning develops more rap- 
idly and is more violent in form. A large 
majority of lockjaw cases originate in the 
feet or hands of the sufferers because 
those parts of the body are most exposed. 


In warm climates the disease is more 


common thnn in colder localities, not be- 
cause the germ revels in heat, but be- 
cause the feet are less heavily shod in 
warm countries and so are more liable to 
injury. 


For the same reason, in the south, more 


negroes than Caucasians have lockjaw. 
The negro makes a practice of going 
barefoot, and his feet are frequently 
scratched or cut. In one recent mild case 
of tetanus poison, caused by stepping up- 
on a nail, a New York doctor analyzed 
leather scrapings taken from the shoe 
around the point of incision and found 
them full of tetanus bacilli which had 
been rubbed from the nail in its passage 
through the thick leather. Had the pa- 
tient's foot been bare the germs would 
have ente-.ed the wound. 


Another New York doctor tells of sev- 


eral cases of lockjaw which he has treat- 
ed while at his summer home and which 
have been caused by the introduction of 
the tetanus bacillus through wounds made 
by the horns of catfish. 


"I have known of tetanus poisoning 


from cuts made by fish fins and from 
lobster claws and from oyster or dam 
shells," said the doctor to a reporter, "and 
I'd advise any one to suck a wound like 
that vigorously the instant it is made. 
The poison isn't ordinarily on the fish or 
the shell, but it is on the dirty hands, and 
a fisherman is pretty likely to have dirty 
hands and to get occasional scratches in 
handling fish." 


The mosquito carries the tetanus bacil- 


lus along with other germs, and in locali- 
ties where the bacillus is plentiful cases 
of lockjaw for which no cause could at 
first be found have been traced to mos- 
quito bites. 


In violent cases of lockjaw the poison 


toxin* may develop and produce alarm- 
ing symptoms within a few hours after 
the entrance of the bacillus into the 
blood, but in most cases the development 
is slow at the outset. The trouble shows 
first in a soreness and stiffness of the 
side neck muscles, and gradually slight 
spasms of the muscles appear. 


These spasms increase in violence and 


extend to the muscles at the back of the 
neck, and then to the entire spine and 
trunk. The abdominal and chest mus- 
cles become rigid, and the spine is ordi- 
narily curved. The face takes on gri- 
maces, with the forehead furrowed, the 
angles of the mouth drawn back into a 
grin and the jaw firmly set, and this fa- 
cial expression, in connection with the 
hoarse noise made by the sufferer, renders 
• case of violent tetanus poisoning one 
of the most frightful sights in the range 
of medical experience. Chronic convul- 
sions sweep over the body, at intervals 
more and more frequent, as the case be- 
comes more violent, the slightest noise or 
Jar or even a current of air being enough 
to bring on one of these spasms. It is 
only during these convulsions that the 
patient suffers pain. 


Mild cases may last several weeks, bnt 


In acute cases death occurs in from one 
to seven days, and the mortality is very 
high. It is estimated that about 00 per 
cent of the cases end fatally, and among 
infants there is no recovery. The mortal- 
ity from lockjaw is, however, decreasing, 
as a knowledge of the nature of the dis- 
ease becomes more widespread and phy* 
aicians learn how to treat it 


Analysis has shown that tetanin poi- 


son is much like strychnine poison in its 
effects, though much stronger, and vari- 
ous experiments have been made to find 
an'antitoxin that will neutralize the poi- 
son. While the results have not been thor- 
oughly satisfactory, prompt inoculation 
with tetanin antitoxin is undoubtedly 
valuable in many cases and should al- 
ways be tried, if that is possible. 


Thorough cauterization of the wound is 


necessary, and, if done promptly, will 
ordinarily prevent danger, but the diffi- 
culty IB that the wound is often too slight 
to occasion any notice or alarm until aft- 
er the toxin has developed and the harm 
is done. 


When the disease is once fully develop- 


ed, the physician has a difficult proposi- 
tien on his hands. The patient is relax- 
ed by the use of chloroform and hypo- 
dermic morphine and bromide injections 
are given. 
Hot applications are some- 


times beneficial. The patient is kept in a 
dark room and absolutely quiet, the 
slightest excitement being enough to 
fcdup op convulsions. 
If there is no 


tooth missing in the patient's closed jaw, 
it is not unusual to extract one, so that a 
stomach tube may be passed through the 
opening and nourishment given in that 
way. 
Artificial respiration is often nec- 


essary. A case developing before the 
sixth day has chances of recovery, bnt if 
the trouble does not appear until after 
the twelfth day there is comparatively 
little hope foe the patient.—New York 
Boa.

BOAST OF A LANDED GENTRY. 


Blexicnn* Clins With Wonderful Te- 


nacity to Their Broad Acres. 


The tenacity with which the great es- 


tates of Mexico ar? maintained intact by 
the old faraiiifis nt this country appears 
all the more remarl-abie when it is con- 
sidered Low gene-rally all lines of indus- 
try, aside from that of the farmer, are 
in the hands of foreigners. The Tlry goods 
trade of Mexico is controlled by the 
French, the Spaniards of Mexico are the 
country's grocers, the Germans do the 
hardware business, the railroads are con- 
trolled by Americans and English, the 
bank stoclc of Meiico is largely owned in 
France, Germany and England, and a 
large percentage of the industrial con- 
cerns of the country belong to foreigners. 
Not so, however, the agricultural re- 
sources of Mexico. 


During recent years a great deal of 


American capital has entered 'the republic 
for investment in tropical plantations, 
particularly in southern Mexico, but the 
great bulk of Mexico's rural land is held 
in the form of extensive haciendas or 
ranches, often hundreds of thousands of 
acres in extent. Some of these estates 
hav* been banded down in the same fam- 
ilies for nearly 400 years, not a few 
titles tracing their origin back to the first 
grants from the king of Spain after the 
conquest. The aristocracy of Mexico is 
counted among these landed proprietors, 
many of whom enjoy princely incomes 
from their plantations, which often pro- 
duce a great variety of products and em- 
brace several manufacturing plants. 


It is largely due to the fact that the 


tax npon land of this character is com- 
paratively very light that these estates 
have so long remained undivided, as in 
most instances only a small per cent of 
their area is under cultivation. As in 
many state* the levy i« practically only 
• tax npon products the. unused acres 
are no great burden. They are naturally 
those who desire to see these tracts tax- 
ed so that the owners will be forced to 
sell at least portions of them and the land 
of the country divided among a larger 
number of small proprietors. 
Such a 


measure would be vigorously opposed by 
the wealthy landed proprietors, and'such 
IB the number aad importance of this 
class that no active measure of this kind 
has ever been promulgated. The ancient 
estates of Mexico are to large that few 
individuals can purchase them entire and 
the owners can rarely be prevailed upon 
to divide their holdings in any manner. 
Occasionally now one of them li bought 
by a syndicate or company for develop- 
ment or for subdivision aad sale. In this 
way smaller holdings are becoming more 
common than formerly, though the old 
order of things is not likely to be greatly 
altered in Mexico -for many jreaw to 
came.—Modern Mexico.
